Claims 9-14 and 16-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not show or render obvious a device as set forth in claim 9 
including a bridging clutch and a primary clutch arranged in series and switchable with 
only one control pressure wherein inner discs of the primary clutch are connected with 
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an input shaft and outer discs of the primary clutch are connected with an impeller of the 
torque converter. 

The prior art also does not show or render obvious a device as set forth in claim 
17 including a bridging clutch and a primary clutch arranged in series and switchable 
with only one control pressure wherein the bridging clutch is situated between a pump 
and a turbine of the one torque converter, and the primary clutch is situated between 
the input shaft and the torque converter to control the torque converter.
